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New-found skeleton 
shows painful way 


of Christ’s death 


by Solomon Steckoll 
in the Toronto Daily Star 


JERUSALEM -~ The discovery in an ancient burial cave 
of the skeleton of amancrucified inthe first century has 
thrown new light on the probable way of Christ’s death on 
the cross, 

The skeleton, unearthed in a hillside northeast of 
Jerusalem in what was formerly Jordanian territory, 
has been identified from inscriptions on the tomb as that 
of a man, probably in his late 20s or early 30s, who was 
executed by the Romans some time during Christ’s 
lifetime, 

It provides clear evidence of the method of Roman 
cerucifixions, which was much more painful and different 
in many ways from the manner in which most people have 
until now believed that Christ died. 

The nails were driven through the forearms, not 
through the hands, as has been thought, And a single, 
long nail was driven through the crossed heels of the 
victim, not through his feet. 


WOOD AGAINST ANKLES 


In order to hold the nail better, a piece of wood was 
pressed against the heels andthe nall was driven through 
it and then through the victim’s bones, 

The Roman crucifixion was obviously an extremely 
painful way of putting man to death, With a single nail 
through his heels, a person’s legs were forced into a 
45-degree angle away from the upright of the cross and 
he often hung there for 48 hours before death came, 

“The newly revealed details will shock the Christian 
world because they change all conceptions ofthe crucifi- 
xion, and all Christian art, on the crucifixion must now 
be completely discarded,’’ said Dr, Robert Lindsey, 
chairman of the Christian Council in Israel, 

“The find makes more poignant the suffering of our 
Lord.”’ 

The ancient burial caves were uncovered by accident 
by bulldozers clearing the way for ahousingdevelopment 
the Israelis are building in territory seized from the 
Jordanians in the six-day war 13 months ago. 

Archeologists and anthropologists moved in when the 
first discovery was made and the important find of the 
crucifixion victim was made by Dr, N, Haas of Tel Aviv 
University. 


IN FAMILY TOMB 


From the inscriptions, the skeleton was identified as 
that of ‘‘Jochanan, the son of Chezkiel.’’ He was buried 
in the family tomb of “Simon, the builder of the temple’ = 


CRUCIFIXION METHOD revealed in recent discovery 
in Jordan differs greatly from accepted belief, Note 
the single nail through the ankles, angle of the legs. 


referring to the temple which Herod the Great comman- 
ded to be built in 18 BC, 

Simon was one of the important men of Jerusalem of 
that era and his influence was probably enough to get the 
body of Jochanan released for burial in the family tomb, 
But it clearly was not enough to prevent his execution, 
which was probably for a political offence against the 
Romans, 

Several other tombs of familias who made upthe elite 
of Jerusalem in the period immediately preceding and 
following the dawn of the Christian era were found in the 
hillside, 

Since Joseph of Arimathea, in whose tomb Christ’s 
body was placed, was also an influential man, scholars 
consider it likely that his family tomb is located in the 
same hillside, 

Archeologists have appealed to the Israeli government 
to halt work on the housing project indefinitely to give 
them time to make a thorough search for Joseph’s tomb, 

But the government is under heavy political pressure 
to go ahead with the work and {is reluctant to order any 
delay.

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Separate School needs 
40 to 50 new teachers 


The St, Albert Protestant 
Separate School District will 
require from 40 to 50 new 
teachers for next term, 
Superintendent Dr, J. W. 
Chalmers said in a report 
to the district’s annual 
meeting recently. 

He said, however, that 
no difficulty is anticipated 
in obtaining teachers and 
none, except under unusual 
circumstances, will be app- 
ointed to the staff with un- 
der two years of profession- 
al preparation, 

He said that the fall of 
1968 was particularly diffi- 
cult in that a large number 
of teachers left their class- 
rooms after the opening of 
school, 

He said one teacher re- 
signed on request because 
of unsatisfactory classroom 
performance and another 
was suspended for cause and 
subsequently permitted to 
resign. 

RECRUITING TRIP 

Dr, Chalmers went on a 
recruiting trip to Britain 
and 17 teachers were app~ 
ointed to positions, Three 
did not meet their commit- 
ments and of the 14 who 
did come, one soon resigned 
and returned to England. 

Several teachers were 
permitted to resign because 
their husbands were trans- 
ferred to distant points and 
others were granted mat- 
ernity leave of absence, 

Seven beginning teachers 
interned with the district 
for six weeks last May and 
June and all joined the staff 
in September, Dr, Chalmers 
said six proved to be an 
asset to the staff. The sev- 
enth left the district at the 
district's request, 

There are 2,137 children 
attending district schools, a 
ratio of 24 per class, There 
are 124 teachers,

He sald the success fig- 
ures were all above the 
provincial average while the 
failure rate was well below 
it. 

He said Grade 9 students 
did about as well as the 
provincial average in the 
departmentals with 3.5 per 
cent getting honors marks, 
86.7 per cent getting pass 
marks and 9,8 per cent fall- 
ing. 

Paul Kane switched to the 
semester system last fall 
and several other experi- 
ments were also attempted, 
such as not requiring stu- 
dents toremain inthe school 
when they don’t have specific 
classes, 

This was to reduce the 
amount of time required for 
study hall supervision and 
enable the school to oper- 
ate on a continuous sche- 
dule without a noon recess, 
NOT ALL SUCCESSFUL 

Dr, Chalmers said all of 
the experiments had not 
been as successful as had 
been hoped. 


The schooldistrictis 
participating with the de- 
partment of education in 
experimenting with methods 
and materials forthe teache 
ing of the new funior high 
school science program 
which will be introduced 
across the province next 
year, 

It is planned that this 
program will fit in with the 
new elementary science 
program which the district 
began using this year, Dr. 
Chalmers said, 

The new program, he 
added, will be a radical 
departure from the old des- 
eriptive program which 
stressed the remembering 
of scientific fact. 
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INQUIRY METHOD 

The new program will 
emphasize the inquiry 
method in which the pupilis 
expected to perform as the 
scientist performs, by pos- 
ing his own questions about 
science and by devising valid 
ways of finding the answers, 

The emphasis has shifted 
away from conclusion of 
science and on to the pro- 
cess of science, Dr. Chal- 
mers said.
